Little is known of their lan¬ 
guage except a few tribes along 
tbe Atlantio seaboard, but then 
was certainly a marked difference: 
for one tribe oonld not understand | 
tbe language of another. Joi n 
Eliot, the great apostle to the Ii - I 
diaoa of New England, translatid 1 
the Bible into, their dialect. This ' 
translation ia still in existence, 
although no ono is able to read it. , 
They can hardly be said to have 1 
followed any trade or occupation, 
still those people who bad risen ' 
from the savage state, possessed 
sufficient knowledge of agrlcnltuic 
to enable them to raise good crops 
of corn, potatoes and tobacco. 
The'Indian distained work, and 
instead of clearing the forest on 
tirely he woald simply deaden th- 
trees by girdling or burning; llici 
when the groond was no longei 
nhaded, he dag up the earth and 
planted his tobacco, corn or potu- 
toe*. t 

They lived in villages, the hi.ts 
or wigwams being built of poles ] 
leaning up together and covered 
with barks or hides. Fires were 
kindled by robbing dry sticks rap¬ 
idly together. Tbe “squaws” or 
women, who carried their babies 
in pokes fastened on their backs, 
cooked tbe meat on coals and 
t baked * eoarse kind of bread from 
crashed corn. This and potatoes 
composed the diet of tiio Indians 
except la summer. The women 
were singly slave#- of the men. 
t They did‘all the drudgery, such 
as raising the crops' and moving 
} tbe tenta. The woik of the men 
was hunting, fishiog and waging
